It happened th a t on this occasion the 
popular feeling fell In very pleasantly 
with his young dream of rivaling the 
fam e of Clinton, and here also was a 
fine opportunity of repeating In a high­ 
er strain and on n loftier stag»* the in­ 
g e n i o u s arguments w hich in the very 
outset of his career bad proved so bard 
for “ Posey and E w ing’* when he over­ 
threw those worthies In the great de­ 
bate respecting tin* improvement of 
th e Sangamon river. 
“The internal im provem ent bill,” says 
Mr. Wilson (one of th e “ Long Nine”), 
“and a bill to perm anently locate the 
seat of the governm ent of the state 
were the great m easures of the session 
of 1836-37. Vandalla w a s then the seat !

num ber of years.

The j 
bill w as Introduce 1 a t an early day In 
the session to locate by a joint vote of j 
both houses of the legislature. 
The j 
friends of the other points united to , 
defeat the bill, as each point thought 
the postponement of th e location t o ; 
some future period would give strength 
to their location. 
T h e contest on this I 
bill was Iona and severe. 
Its enemies • 
laid it on the table tw ice, once on the 
table to the 4th day of July and once 
indefinitely postponed It. 
To take a j 
bill from the table is alw ays attended 
w ith difficulty, but w hen laid on the : 
table to a day beyond tin* session or 
w hen Indefinitely postp mod it requires 
a vote of reconsideration, which al­ 
w ays is an intense struggle.

dark hours, when o u r Dill to all ap­ 
pearances was beyond

could see an hope, Mr. Lincoln never :

Kultation, his practical common sense, j 
his thorough knowledge of human na­ 
ture, then made him an overmatch for j 
his compeers and for an y man that I 
have ever known. 
“ We surmounted all obstacles, pass- j 
ed the bill and by a jo in t vote of both 
houses located the seat of government 
of the state of Illinois at Springfield 
ju s t before the adjournm ent of the leg- ] 
lslature, which took place on the 4th 
day of March, 1SR7. 
The delegation ; 
acting during the whole so-sion upon I 
all questions as a u nit gave them i 
strength and influence that enabled 
them to carry through their measures S 
and give efficient aid to their friends. ] 
The delegation was m>t only remarka­ 
ble for their numbers, but for their 
length, most of them measuring six 
feet and over. 
It w as said at the time 
th a t that delegation measured fifty- j 
four 
feet high. 
H ence 
they 
were 
known as ‘the Long Nine.’ 
So that 
during that session and for a number 
of years afterward all the bad laws 
pnssed at that session of the legisla­ 
tu re were chargeable to the manage­ 
m ent and influence of ‘the Long Niue.’ j 
“H e [Mr. Lincoln] w as on the stump 1 
and in the halls of th e legislature a 
ready debater, m anifesting extraordi­ 
nary ability In bis peculiar manner of 
presenting his subject, 
H e did not fol­ 
low* the beaten track of other speakers 
and thinkers, but appeared to compre­ 
hend the whole situation of the sub­ 
ject and take hold of its principles. He 
had a remarkable faculty for concen­ 
tration. enabling him to present hla 
subject In such a m anner as nothing 
bu t conclusions were presented.**

o m e , and as court adojurncd for t h e 
day It was announced th at t h e defense 
w o u l d proceed with the testimony of 
o t h e r ali enis ts today. 
The taking of Dr. W agner’s opinion 
of a hypothetical question, the man 
u n d er consideration being the author 
of the letters which have been intro­ 
duced as em anating from fiarry Thaw 
during the period of his estrangem ent 
w ith Evelyn Nesbit after their return 
from Europe in 19u3, followed a day of 
alm ost continuous legal sparring be­ 
tw een Mr. Delmas for the defense and 
Mr. Jerome for th e prosecution, Mr. 
Je ro m e effectually blocked the com ­

W ashington, Feb. 12.— As a result 
of an ho u r’s conference at the White 
H o u s e yesterday afternoon at which 
P resident Roosevelt, S ecretary Root, 
Mayor Schmitz of San Francisco and 
the m em bers of th«« school board of 
that city participated, Mayor Schmitz 
made a statem ent sum m arizing the sit­ 
uation.

w hether th«* proposition subm itted by 
the San Francisco delegation called 
for the exclusion of Jap an e se coolie 
lam or from this country, Mr. Schmitz 
replied: 
“W e are not making a treaty and 
have not discussed with the president 
the question of excluding the Japanese 
from this country by treaty. 
On Sat­ 
urday we heard the presid en t’s views 
and today we presented our side of the 
questions at issue. 
It now rem ains for 
us to modify our views in order to 
reach an agreem ent with th e presi­ 
dent, or for Mr. Roosevelt to modifj 
his views to reach an agreem net with 
us. T oday’s conference adjourn* d sub­ 
ject to the call of th«* president, and 
I do not believe that we will be called 
to the W hite House again until Thurs­ 
day or Friday.”
